We all ed him what anſwer he made, he ſaid none; for 
that his ſurpriſe was ſo great, he had not.power to apen 
his mouth. For my part, as I had been. afleep all the 
while myſelf, and knew, nothing of the matter, I was 
apt ta think, that he had been fo too, and knew as little, 
but that be had dreamed the ſtory, and awak ing Taddenly 
out of his fleep, imagined. it to be matter of fact. But 
to be certain of the thing, We got up, and went directly 
into the houſe, and there found the old gentleman. in 
reality, fitting. in a ſort of chair. He was Wrapped up 
in a cloak, very richly embroidered with gqld, but ſeemed 
to be ſuperannuated, We ſtood looking at him, very ſted- 
faſtly ; but he laid not one word, nor took the leaſt no- 
tice of us, till curioſity led me to aſk him, in Spaniſh, 
if he was of Old Spain? Upon which he- anſweted very 
quick, in Engliſh, that he was no Spaniard, *but came 
from London many years ago, and ſaid no more. I'went 
on to aſk, him ſ:veral other queſtions, but he anſwered 
none of them; and then the Alcald, and others who were 
about him, deſired 1 Would not talk to him any more, 
ſaying, indeed he was our countryman, but was now ola 
and fick, and not capable to anſwer; upop Which I hel 
my peace, perceiving, they had. no mind any diſcohſe 
ſhould paſs between us. By this time Mr. Rounce had 
taken a thorough view of him, and was well ſangfied, 
that he was the man, he had imagined him to be,” and 
then he told vs, that his name was Edmund Underwood;

We went 
on ſtill, till we came to a fine freſh river, which vents it- 
ſelf into the gulph, oppoſite two iſſands that lie partly in 
the middle of it, the,gulph being twenty leagues, over... I 
propoſed, that we ſhould fla here near the river, and 
make a balſe, as the Indian call it, to. tranſport ourſelves 
off to one of the iſlands ; from whence, we might with 
more eaſe attain the main land on the other ſide thie Gulph. 


This they reed to do; but in the firſt place, we fell. to 1

country: Whereas, had I contented myſelf to have ſtaid 
with my ſick: companions, and have ſhared their fortune, 
Fight haye embarked wich them for Panama, and have 


prevented myſelf an infinite deal of ſuffering 3 but the 


only thing I can plead in excuſe for my hurrying away, 


was, that I; believed they would not allow us all to go in 


one veſſel, and that it would be very uncertain, where 
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tmaſe that ſhould be left behind might have an opportunity 
F to follow them that ſhould go before: but enough of this. 
I all now return to the thread of my narration; Since 
© Providence had thus reſtored to me my utenſils and provi- 
| Lon, I was not backward to employ them to the proper 
fes for Which they were ordered me. I preſently made 
up a good fire, and fat down by it to regale myſeif with 
my plaptains, and coco- nuts; but with much more cheer- 
F. Filneſs and thankfpiving than I had done before I was 
made thoroughly ſenfble of the want of them. Here I 
tac care to make freſh tinder of wild cotton, that grew 
pflenteonſſy in theſe parts. Having refreſhed myſelf two 
or three hours, I began to think it high time io depart, 
And accordingly took up my nets and ſet forward; but 
_ Here was terrible travelling, for the ground was very 
rocky, and fo full of ſharp tones, I could not ſet one 
froot before another without being cut. e ee 
I no began to draw near ſome very high cliffs, and a 
Point of rocks that ran out a long way into the ſea, that 
Was coutinually beating over it; and about fun- ſet I came 
up cloſe to it; but when 1 ſaw the ſea breaking over it, 
mountains high, I found it would be impoſſible for me 
ever to get round it, unleſs it was in a ſtark/ calm; how - 
ever, by the time it was dark I made ſhift to ſcramble 
up to the top of a very ſteep rock, where grew a tree. 
This ſeemed a very convenient ſituation for me to take 
| up my abode in; for from hence I could ſee when an 
opportunity offered to get round the point, and be all the 
While ſheltered in the tree; wherefore I mounted it di- 
rettly, and far there all night, At ſun-riſe the next mor n- 
ing, the weather proved ſome what moderate, that en- 
couraged me to go down, and make an attempt to get 
round the point, but could not accompliſh it by any 
means; for by this trial 1 had like to have been daſhed

Before I came to this place, 1 had been 33 days alone,

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This tree, my habitation, was about too feet* diſtant 
from the lea, and I have been ſometimes Bar hours and 
more getting up and down the rothe whettcon it grew, us 
I have taken notice by the ſun, As 1 ſate in it one 
evening, 1 faw a creature come aſhore on a "fandy bay 
gut of the ſea, about a maſquet-ſhor from me ; the upper” 
Part of which was ſomewhat like a borſe, the head, neck, © 
_ and part of the body, being, as Well as I could diſcern, 
ſhaped like' rhe fame parts of that noble creature, hut the 
hind part was in the nature of a' fiſh, - It had flat-Feer, 
with which it waddled along the ſhore, and the next 
morning” 1 faw it take to the ſea again. This creature. , 
ſeemed io me as big as any four horſes put together, \ 
Though my ſituation was none of the loweſt, yet above 
me were very high mountains, the tops of which appear 
towering one behind another up to the clonds ;-and from 
thence deſcended me to the voices of all manner of wild 
beaſts, the water at the ſame time pouring down from 
them with great violence; which, together With the ra 
ing of the ſea againſt the cliffs, afforded bur a melan 
ſcene to a lonely diſtonſolate man, already on the point 
of being ſtarved to denth. Now I had obſer ted a narrow 
cavity or ehink in the rocks, where F could not on diſ- 
cern light, but could alſo bebhold the ſea through it flew- 
ing on the other ſide. Now I conſidered, that if I could

As ſoon ad they ſaw 
mee they made a full ſtop, as if in ſarpriſe, and then feemed 
to enter fat debate, Whether they ſhould come forward, 
or turn back again. At laſt I took courage, aud beckoned 
to them; upon which one, who'was an old man, came up, 
and ſhook me by the hand. I aſked him of what Indians 
they were, and if he could ſpeak Sparaſh ? He faid, they 
were Indians of Burica, and that he could ſpeak 4 little 
"Spaniſh; then he called to the other two; that were young 
men, bidding them come to him, Which they did. After 
this he peng à ſł in on the ground, deſfring me in a friendly 
manner to fit down, I thought myſelf happy, and had the 
- conrape to confeſs how free I had been with their viEtaals, 
in their abſence. He anſwered, he was very glad I had done 
I to; for he judged by my aſpect I had great need of it. 
Then be ordered the young men to make (upper ready, 
which, when they had done, urged me to eat heartily, and to

in leſs than 20 days, provided he kept to the ſea; but they 
knew a way to get thither in nine days, becauſe they would 


cut off a great part, by crofling certain mountains they coul 


do in three days, and ſo come to the ſea again. And, as 
they ere to go that way in a few days, he would take me 
with them, and ſhow me to the river of Chiriqui, where 
I ſhould be within five leagues of the town; but there they 
muſt leave me, becauſe there people were engaged in. a 
war againſt thoſe of Chiriqui. - _ 6 7 
The better to enable me to travel with them, the old 
man made me bathe the wounds I had received in fencing 
with the rocks, with a juice he had ſqueezed from certain 
herbs, and after they had nurced me up for two or three 
days, by the hep of God I grew much better. The two 


men were-inclined to come into a great intimacy *? 


yd 
with me, and wanted to know if I could ſhoot with bow 
arrow i but I made them underſtand, as well as Feouls, in 


my country they made uſe of guns only, and therefore Iwas 


_ entirely un(killed in the management of bows and arrows. 
Bur, to ſhew me how dextrous they were, they would 


| 


| 


often ſhoot a ſmall bird flying, or pecking on the ground 


a great diſtance. Ihave ſeen them ftand a liundred yards from 


a bird on the ground, and mount their arrow directly up into 


the air, ſo as to fall down exactly on the bird, and ſtick it 
to the earth. As a farther inſtance of their iugenuity this 
way, Lhave ſeen them ſtick an arrow in the ground, ſtand a 


very great way from it, and ſhoot up into the air, and the 


arrow ſhould fall upon the other tli it was ſticking upright 
in the ground, and ſplit it in two. Theſe Indians were 
come lnther to dive for pearl. After I had reſted here four 


days, the Indians began to prepare for our intend d journey, 


putting up the provi 1098 they were to carry with rhern, and 


then ſet out. After we had gone a league ou the Strand; they 


took into the mountains; in travelling of which I feared 
their patience u ould have been left behind; they having the 
natural advantages of exce-ding ſwiftneſs, and great abhili- 
ties to labour beyond the common rate of men; and I was 
at that time much enfeebled, nay, even reduced to a ſtute 
of 4ufant weakneſs ; ſo; that, had they not fupported and 
helped me forward, I muſt inevitably have periſhed; and 


often they would ſay, happy was it for me that 1 had met 


[ 
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them; for here were no coco- nuts, or other ſuſtenance to be 
found but by Indians only. Indeed I was ſo camious of be- 
lng burthenſome to them, and proving a dead load upon their 
hands, that I often exceeded myſelf beyond my ſtrength. 
In five days we paſſed the mountains, and then came to a 
river, where was the greateſt fall of water T ever ſaw; it fell 
from a precipice ſeemingly 600' fect high, and raged with 
loch violence, that we hag heard the noiſe of it two days be- 
fore we came to it. We were obliged to go down this riyer 
in order to get to the ſea again, and forced to wade thro? 
., becauſe it was rendered impaſſable for any veſſel by great 
| trees lying acroſs-it ; ſome of which we crept under, and 
ſome we climbed over, but the current ran ſo ſtrong, that 
not a man of us could ſtand upon his legs long together; 
We began this journey through the river pretty early in the 
morning, and about ſun - ſet got to the ſea- ſide, where we 
made a fire and ſtaid all night. Here the Indians dreſſed a - 
fine fiſh as big as a large ſalmon, that they wrapped up in 
leaves, and roaſted very nicely ; and the next morning we 
let forward again, every man with his net. The Indians al- 
pays hang their nets on their heads, and carry their bows 
in one hand and arrows in the other, to be ready to defend 
themſelves againſt any thing that may oppoſe them: Their 
dos are commonly about: ſeven feet long, made of a wood. 
. black as jet, and as hard as iron, the ſtrings being made 
of. rppg filk graſs, Their arrows are about ſix feet long, 
and made of the ſame woot as the bows ;. ſome have por- 
 .cupine quills ſticking in the ends, and others are poiſoned, 
anc bring immediate death to every creature they hit. 
Me had now, as I thought, very good travelling, on a 
_ fine black ſparkling ſand as ſmooth as glaſs, but very bad 
for the eyes ; for it caſt ſuch a reflection as almoſt blinded 
me. though we never trayelled in cke heat of the day, but 
dona morning and evenings, and by moon- light. We often 
met with points or rocks, that we could not paſs till the ſea 
bag left them, and ſometimes with rivers abgunding with - 
alligaters, it being impoſſible for us to croſs before we had 
| Made little balſes for thatpurpoſe. Tuus we went on tilt 
we came to a river abort a mile broad, that the Indians 
Called the river of Queype : they told me that thete were 
people, whom they called the Qneype Indians, inhabiting 
3 up the river about 20 days journey-from us, who; if they _ 
Fbould catch me, would eat me up, therefore we mult taks 
great care to avoid them. This river is very ſhallow, and 
mx fellow - travellers told me they always forded it, that 
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Vas what we endeavoured to do at this time, but the water 

ran fo rapidly now, that ve had not waded up to our mid- 
dles, before we were every one taken off our legs, and car- _ 
ried down a quarter of a mile, before we could get back 
again to the ſhore; after which we were forced to wait 
-three days more for an opportunity to cros it. 
As far as we could diſcern up the country, was e e 
to be ſeen but mountains, and here was no way to travel 
but along the ſea coaſt, unleſs you would go up the river 
among the Queype Indians, that was not our intent; there - i 
fore we kept along the ſea-beach, till we came within a 
mile of the. river of Chiriqui, where theſe people, whom q 
I had been. travelling with twelve days, had ſaid they muſt k 


leave me, on account of the war, as mentioned before. 
They now warned. me over and over again, that when I 
came to the town of Chixiqui, 1 jhon'd tell no one Wo 
had conducted me thither; and above ail, gave me ſtrict 
charge not to ſwim over the river Chiriqui, that they ſaid. 
was a league broad, very deep and full of alligators, that 
would certainly devour me; but adviſed me to wait till 
could meet with a canoe or balſe ; after which, they bade 
me farewell, and I returned them. many thanks for the care 
and trouble they had with me, being very ſenũble, that they . 
might have performed tuis journey with much more eaſe 
and expedition, had they not incumbered themſelves with 
me. Then I ſhook hands with them all again, and \.-parted - . 
__ - Wirh theſe my guides, whom God Almighty raifed up in 
- the greateſt affliftion, and made the inſtruments to deliver 
mee out of one of the miſt calamitcus circumſtances that 
lurely the mind of man did ever ſupport itſelf under. 
Soon after my friends were gone, I got to the river fide, 
where ſceing no likelihood of meeting a veſſel, I began to 
make alittle balſe to croſs it; but I had not been long thus 
employed before I heard the barking of dogs, upon Which 
I deſiſted from my work, and looking about me, ſaw eight 2. 
indians in a canoe. I called out to them inftantly, and as _ 
they came towards me, I perceived they were Chriſtians,” 
for they had great wooden croſſes hanging about their necks. 
1 begged of them to come aſhore, and take me into their ca- 
noe, ſaying, I only deſired to be ſet down on the other ſide 
the river; but they deſired to be excuſed till they had diſ- 
. courſed me a little at ſome diſtanee. * i 
| Then they. demanded to know of what country I was, 
and how I came there? I thought it moſt to my purpofe, + 
to fay L was. a Spaniard, that ! found pleaſed very well; 
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And afterwards, when they heard how long I had been alone 
and what hardſhips L had gone thro', they commiſerated my. 


ca'e, and {traitway put to ſhore, and took me into the canoe, 


ſaying, they would let me ſafe on the other fide, and then I 


muſt keep cloſe to the river, till I came to a path. hat would 
lead me to the governor's houſe, The ſe Indian: were inha- 


blitants of the town of Chiriqui, and were waiting on the ri- 


ver tu catch turtle; for here are great numbers of them, and 


"2 the largeſt that are to be found, lome weighing 6 or. 700 


weight. This canoe, that conveyed me crols the river, was 
made-of the bar K of a tic e, being about zo feet long and but 
three feet broad, and ſharp at each end, The Indians always 
ſtand upright in their canoes, and paddle them along with 
great {wiftneſs, and when they croſs the land from river to 
river, as they ſrequently do, it is the women's office (if there 
be any among them) to carry the canoe. I have ſeen a 
woman. cerry one on her head with two children. in it, 


beſides a good deal of luggage. 


"#5 1, mage an the other ſide the river, I took the path 


as directed, that led me to a fine open country, where was 


plenty of catile; Indian corn, and fruit of ſeveral ſorts, par- 

_ ticularly the fineſt Guayayas Lever ſaw, being as big as large 

* codlings, ſome were yellow, and ſome red within fide. The 
Indians count them the moſt wholeſome fruit in the world, 


and here was ſuch abundance I have ſcen hundreds of hog; 
feeding upon r, as they fell off the trees. Towards even- 


_ ing I came within ſight of a houſe that I once little expected 


would ever be my lot to ſee. This was tlie governor's, that 
ſands about half a mile from the town of Chiriqui. When I 
came up to it, finding ſcveral Indians there whom 1 ſup- 
poſed. to belong tv the houſe, I deſired them to introduce 
me to his Excellency ; but they anſwered not a word, for 
they ſeemed as much ſurprized as if they had ſcen a ſpectre 


riſen from the tombs, 4s I ſtood importuning them io give 


me admittancc into the houſe, the Governor himſelf, that
